Report Discredited. 

Wasuinaton, April 15.—Naval Con- 
structor Hickbourn, Acting Chief of 
the Construction Bureau, does not 
credit the report of the fires of the 
Trenton having been extinguished by 
a flood that came through the hawse- 
pipes. He says these pipes were 
placed on the berth deck to allow the 


heavy forward gun to be worked. The 
effect was to make the vessel ride at 
anchor more easily than if they had 
been placed on the upper deck. In a 
heavy sea the water would come 
through them, and complaint had been 
made that they kept the deck wet. 
Still they were furnished with rubber 
packed ‘bucklers which, if applied 
would make the p oe nearly water 
tight, and Captain ‘*kbourn says it 
is entirely incredible that enough 
water could come through to extin- 
guish the fires. Undoubtedly the cause 
of her wreck was insufficient engine 
power. The poe, woe ship Caliope, 
which escaped by bare margin of half 
a knot an hour to the windward, had 
8,000 horse power to 2,700 tons dis- 
lacement. The Trenton had 3,100 
ear power, but her tonage was 3, 900. 
Case Reversed. 

Wasurieton, April 15.— The Su- 
preme Court to-day decided favorably 
on the application of Geen-Shay-Ee 
for a writ of habeas corpus, Geene 
Shay-Ee is an Apache Indian who was 
convicted of the murder of another 
Indian in the United States Court of 


Arizona and sentenced to be hanged. 
It was contended that the offence was 
committed against the laws of the Ter- 
ritory, and should have been tried 
under those laws by a Territorial 
Court.

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A DOUBLE MURDER. [ 
Tuscarora Jake Kilis Two. in- 
dians. 
The Tuscarora Times oi the 12th $i 
stant says: A shooting affray occurred 
at the Indian camp the other side of 
the Grand Prize mine, about 8.0’clock 
this morning, which resulted in the 
killing of Captain Jim and the fatal 
wounding of his brother, Big George, 
by Tuscarora Jake. As near as can be 
ascertained the particulars are as fol- 
lows: Jake, who was drunk, was 


interfered and made Jake stop. Jake 
then procured a. Winchester rifle and 
advancing to within about twenty 
feet of Jim fired, the bullet 
striking Jim in the front of 
the neck just below the Adam’s 
apple and passed through, breaking 
the neck, and killing him instantly. 

Jake then turned the rifle on Big 
George, who was standing near. He 
shot George twice, one bullet striking 
at the base of the left shoulder, passing 
through the arm, and entering the body 
through the armpit, lodged in the tho- 
rax. The other bullet struck about 
two inches below the first, and ranged 
backward into the body. The wounds 
are fatal, and George will die. Both 
victims were quiet, inoffensive men, 
and were looked*upon as leaders in 
the tribe. Tuscarora Jake, the mur- 
derer, is a worthless, drunken fellow 
and has been in several scrapes before. 
After the shooting Jake took to the 
mountains and has,not as yet been 
captured. Jake, wliose Indian name 
is Bayghannoika fs about 5 feet 9 
inches in height and weighs about 150 
pounds, has a peaked face. At the 
time of the shooting he had ona red 
shirt, black hat (fhe same as worn by 
the Indian police), with a brass band 
around the crown. He worked on Joe 
Jargett’s ranch fer several years. The 
Indians think he will try and reach 
the railroad.

Kleetric Postal Railroad, 
Three hundred miles an hour is the 
proposed speed for the electric postal 
railroad of the future. An experi- 
mental line has been erected at Lau- 
rel, twenty miles from Baltimore, Md. 
A compromise between the pnet- 


matic tube and the ordinary 
railroad carries a miniature train 
of two ears, solely for mails 
and light parcels, without any 
attendance.

THE NEW LIBRARY. 


It is Formally Opened and Ready 
for Use. 

President Brown began the cere- 
monies at the opening of the Library 
on Saturday evening with a brief his- 
tory of the subject, showing that 
though there were a few immense col- 
lections of manuscripts and books in 
ancient times, yet libraries as we know 
them are only about a hundred years 
old. The books of the Egyptians and 
Greeks were in costly manuscript, and 
were only accessible to the few, and, 
indeed, only the few could read the 
characters used. He made it very 
plain that this Library is to be made a 
success if there is any way to do.it, 
He 
hopes to see the reading class, which 
is the thinking class, recruited in Reno 
from the ppossiping and thoughtless 
classes. He referred to the grand 
library at Dayton, Ohio, which is 

THE WORK OF ONE MAN,

building of its own. He thinks a 
library is like an army, one man or a 
set of men with one central idea must 


control it if it is to succeed. He said 
the association owed a large debt of 
itnde to two of the members of the 
—Eugene Lee and Sidney Pin- 
niger—who had planned the room and 
arran the books, tables, papers, 
etc. r. Brown called upon R. L. 
Fulton, who in a few pointed remarks 
called attention to the immense value 
one, 
as a source of pleasure and profit, as a 
protection against bad company and 
as an aid to success in life, by the 
knowledge it brings and the strength 
of mind it cultivates. No parent can 
leave a richer legacy toa child. The 
speaker urged the adoption of the li- 
brary as one of the institutions of the 
town government, with a small tax 
for its maintenance, large enough to at 
least pay the rent and keep the prop- 
erty together, no matter who dro 
out or dies or moves away. It could 
be put in a place near one of the fire 
engines and one man attend to both 
institutions at very little cost. In 
time a handsome building could be 
provided, with the engine on the first 
floor and the reading room above as 
they have at Santa Rosa and other 
live towns. This would be a guar- 
antee of permanency and would en- 
courage private citizens to give mater- 
ial support to it. Legislation is neces- 
sary, but it can easily be obtained, 
and it will make everyone do his 
share whether he lives in‘ town or in 
New York. His property ought to do 
a little and itcan. Miss Kate Tupper

Sun’s Boston crrtcrondent was performed ~ 
upon a man of middle age, who was suffer- 
ing with advanced necrosis, or death of the 
bone of the right leg, just below the knee. 
The patient had been brought into the am- 
phitheater of the city hospital for treat- 
ment two weeks before the time of amputa- 
tion. On the first occasion he was not 
ready to submit to amputation, although 


| the doctor advised it, and the surgeon then 


operated upon the bare chance of saving 
the limb -He found, on examination, how- 
ever, that e great cavity had formed in the 
bone, the first causehaving been an injury, 
and there was hardly a chance of saving 
thelimb. The patient not having consent- 
ed, however. to losink the leg, the treat- 
ment at that time was limited to merely 
cleansing the wound and closing it up. 
The doctor stated then that even if the 
disease was checked and a cure.was begun 
it would require at least two years for 
enough fresh bone to form to make a whole 
limb. 

Mechanica!) appliances in the way of arti- 
ficia) limbs are now soskillfully made that a 
wooden leg, as it is ordindrily called, is al- 
most as good as one of flesh and bone. It 
certainly is not worth two years time to a 
man in active life to spend in trying to save 
a badly damaged leg. At all events, this 
patient seems to have come to that con- 
clusion, and two weeks after his first ap- 
pearance he was again upon the surgeon’s 
table, and the necessary instruments for 
amputation were by the side of the operator. 
It was deemed necessary to take off the leg 
just above the knee-joint. The appliance 
which does away with all: hemorrhage in 
amputations is called the Esmarch bandage. 
This is simply a long belt of India-rubber 
about two and a-half inches wide, which is 
wound tightly about the limb, beginning at 
a point below where the amputation is to be 
made, and extending spirally, like the 
stripes of a barber’s pole, but overlapping 
toward the body: for eighteen inches or 
more and then at the point of the bandage 
nearer the body a stout rubber cord is_ tied 
very tightly. The rubber band is then un- 
wound and the limb is left altogether blood- 
less, and with the biood-vessels tightly com- 
pressed at the point where the rubber cord 
remains. The effect of winding the rubber 
about the limb in this way is to drive the 
blood from all the veins .and arteries back 
into the body, and to leave behind nothing 
but the bones and tissues. Then the sur- 
geon begins his work. He need not hurry— 
he has plenty of time to do his work careful- 
lv and thoroughly. In the casein point he 
proposed to cut the bone about three inches 
above the knee-joint. The flesh was sound 
and healthy from the knee-joint upward, 
and it was necessary in this, as in all 
cases of amputation, to so cut the tissues 
that there would remain a flap, as it is ordi- 
narily called, of flesh which should com- 
pletely cover the end of the bone where it 
was taken off. Taking a rather parrow- 
bladed scalpel or surgeon’s knife, sharp- 
pointed, and with a blade about twelve 
inches long, he rapidly cut thé flesh from 
the knee-pan diagonally upward to the 
point where he proposed to sever the bone, 
and likewise on the opposite side of the 
limb, making a V-shaped incision on each

cutting, of the tissues occupied scarcely 
three minutes, and then the surgeon was 
ready to use the saw. This instrument, 
although, of course, of finer make was 
practically the same ag.that used in an ordi- 
nary butcher’s shop, and the surgeon used 
it in about the same way and about as 
rapidly as a butcher would cut through a 
leg of beef. This finished the executive 
part of the operation, and it occupied 
scarcely five minutes. The more delicate 
and more tedious part of the operation fol- 
lowed. This comprises the taking up of the 
large and small blood-vessels,and tying up.or 
ligating them, The important arteries and 
larger veins were easily discovered, and 
the ends of them seized with artéry- 
forceps. These forceps were applied and 
left hanging to perhaps a dozen blood-ves- 
sels before the ligating began. This work 
was doné by the surgeon’s assistant.*. It 
consisted in tying the ends ofthe vessels 
just above the point where they were 
gripped by the forceps with a strong catgut 
thread. Especially in the case of the 
arteries it was necessary that this should 
be done with the greatest care, for if, for 
any reason, one of _ these threads 
should give way, there would be 
the, greatest danger of the  pati- 
ent bleeding to.death, before the .-hemor- 

rhage could he cheéked, After all the blood- 
vessels in sight had been thus tied up, the 
rubber cord which bound the limb near the 
body was loosened, and then occured the 
only hemorrhage of thé’ entire: opetation: 

There remained in the exposed stump: of 
the limb fifteen or twenty smal) blood-ves- 
sels which could not be detected by the eye 
while the limb was bloodless, and the Ipca- 
tion of which was shown by the flow of the 
blood itself.

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SOME PATENT TRICKS. 


| Siow Innocent thvéntors Are Bled by Pro- 
fessional Tricksters. 

‘When an inventor receives a patent, his 
nameis immortalized in the Official Gazette, 
and he immediately becomes an object of at- 
tack from a hoarde of huagry aspirants for 
money, among whom are ex-clerks, patent 
brokers and pretended legal lights of vary- 
ing.degrees. The patentee, says the Scien- 


thy desiery for ah te ps but on » ibsipt 
of acertain fee they will sét it right and 
make it sound as asilver dollar. “Others 
pleasantly inform the new-fledged inventor 
that they have. read his patent with great 
pleasure, considér it to be a very valuable 
invention. If properly introduced, much 
money ean be seon realized. The State of 
Iowa, they say, is worth #50,000; Ohio, $45,- 
000; Pennsylvania, $65,000,and soon. All 
that is necessary is to print some circulars 
and do a little biowing, which the broker 
generously offers to do on receipt from the 
inventor of ten to fifty dollars cash in ad- 
vance. Another writes to say he has an 
actual offer of $10,00C for the patent for Can- 
ada, provided the patent is at once taken, 
which he will procure on receipt of the nec- 
essary money. It is almost needless to sug- 
gest these schemes are desigued to fleece 
the inventor. The so-called patent-scllers 
rarely effects a bone fide sale. They de 
pend upon the advance fees obtained as 
above for a livelihood. Some of them have 
thus grown rich and prosperous. 

These pretended sellers try to make it ap. 
pear they are reliable by giving respectable 
references, and cite names of patcntees for 
whom they purport to have sold patents. 
One mode of procuring these references is 
as follows: They write the ‘patentee they 
have a customer who will’ buy a county 

right in Minnesota for $500, and pay by 
deeding 25 acrés of land in Arkansas, really 
worth $1,000, but the parties‘are so anxious 
to obtain the patent right they are willing 
to let the lang go and take the right, in set- 
tlement, provided $50 cash is paid anda 
mortgage is given for $500. This done, the 
patent broker closes the transaction, re- 
ceives the #50 cash, which is the full value 
of the land, also receives a mortgage for 
$500, together with the patent deed. At the 
same time the broker is careful to obtain a 
written certificate from the inventor stat- 
ing: “I take pleasure in saying that X. Y. 
Z. & Co, have sold a patent right for me, at 
my price, and on terms satisfactory, and I 
recommend them,’’ etc. In this way refer- 
ences are secured which make quite an im- 
pressive show on circulars, while the in- 
ventor 1s so ashamed of having been so 
easily duped, he keeps mum. 

One of the latest tricks is the following: 
The patentee receives a letter from A. & B. 
asking for how much he will sell his patent 
for such and such a State. He replies, giv- 
ing a price; say $5,000. The patentee soon 
after receives another letter from X Y. Z., 
saying that A. & B. write they have corres- 
ponded with you, and now say they have 
decided to purchase the patent on the terms 
named, provided the title and claims are 
found to be correct. To ascertain this they 
require that X. Y. Z. shall examine and re- 
port upon the patent, otherwise A. & B. 
will not purchase; that if the patentee 
wishes to complete the sale, he must remit 
fifty dollars to pay for the examination, 
which is a work independent of the sale, 
and must be independently paid. The in- 
ventor sends the money; areport is made 
adverse to the patentee; no purchase is 
made; none was ever intended. Such area 
few of the adroit schemes now in vogue for 
swindling “innocent” inventors, 

Bills have been introduced in Congress to 
protect innocent purchasers of patents, é. ¢.,
